Tho Growth of the World's National 
Debts. 



Michael G. Mulliall, Lite well-known 
Statistician, has been in this country at- 
tending the meeting of the British As- 
sociation. A New York Tribune re- 
porter asked him what branch of his sub- 
ject lie was investigating at this tinio. 

"I have recently," responded Mr. 
Mulhall, "been making a close sf.tuly 
of the debts of nations from tho treaty 
of Utrecht in 171:5 to the present time. 
What has been the iiu reuse since thou? 
The total national debt of the world, 
not estimating local debts of any kind, 
in 1713 was $595,000,000. hi 17GS thev 
had risen to SI, 415,000,000: in 1793 to 
$1,845,800,000; in lsio, to !S7,18D,UUU,- 
000; in 18-18, to §8,245,000,000; in 1870, 
to $19,150,000,000, and in 1884, 1 Qnd 
that they have reached the awful ag- 
gregate of $27,155,000,000." 

"The increase, then, has been greater 
of recent yearsP" 

"Yes, from the Treaty of Utrecht till 
the French revolution, a period of 
eighty years, the debts of nations tose 
$2,250,000,000; thai i- almost $30,0U),- 
000 a year. During the ensuing twen- 
ty-two years, down to the battle ji 
Waterloo, there was a rise of $4,340,- 
000,000, or .early $200,000,000 per 
annum. From Waterloo down to the 
present the increase has been $20,000,- 
000,000, or almost $300,000,000 yearly. 
It may be fairly said thai 00 per cent 
of the existing debts stand for war ex- 
penditures, and 10 per cent for repro- 
ductive works.'' 

"How do the debts of the several na- 
tions of the world compare with their 
weal tli?" 

"Tho debt ratio to wealth per cent., 
at the present is as follows: United 
Kingdom, 8.4; France, 11.9; Germany, 
6.2; Russia, 12.7: Austria, 13.8; Italy 
18.5; Spain, 20.6; Portugal, 28.5; Hol- 
land, 8.4; Belgium, 9.4; Denmark, 3.0; 
Sweden and Norway, 2.0; Greece, 8.5; 
Europe, 10.6; the United Slates, 2.9; 
Canada, 6-6; Australia. 18.3; the Ar- 
gentine Republic, 7.9; Uruguay, 14.18; 
total, 9.3. The national debt of the 
United States, when compared to the 
wealth of the country, is only 2.9 per 
cent, lower than that of any country 
included in my inquiry." 

"After studying tho subject, what 
are your conclusions?" 

"I do not see any reason for alarm. 
It will be borne in mind that since 1848 
the increase of wealth in Europe has 
been four and a half times greater than 
the growtl. of debt. It' debt goes on 
increasing from now till 1900 at the 
rate of $600,000,000 a year, and public 
wealth at $2,700,000,000, Europe will 
bo richer at the end of the century 
than at present. The conclusions 
which I may draw are four, namely: 
That national debts are not to be 
viewed with such horrors as grand- 
fathers and grandmothers entertained 
regarding them; that they offer a con- 
venient mode of inveestmont for Brit- 
ish capital, and are generally secure; 
that the increase of debt in Europe has 
not injured the working classes; that 
we may expect to see the national debts 
increase at least $100,000,000 a year 
during the rest of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.

IMPERIA L FED Ell A TION. 

Wo givo in another column a repart of 
tho lant meeting of the conference on Im- 
perial Federation, held in London on the 
18th of November. Amid the reports of 
wars and wrangling governments, the 
news of this conference having for ita ob- 
ject the confederation of England and the 
colonies in u powerful and harmonious 
union, seems to give an assurance that, if 
tho age of strife is not yet past, the world 
is at least gradually approaching a period 
of peace and concord when nations will 
dwell together as brothers and the lion 
and the lamb will lie down together. The 
history of iho present century, though it 
chronicles several wars, presents a great 
contrast to tho records of any preceding 
ago, and discloses i ho great strides taken 
by civilized nations toward the goal of 
universal brotherhood. Questions that 
in former times were settled by blood- 
Bhedding wars, in the heat of which tho 
original cause wasoften forgotten, arj now 
submitted to arbitration. As the system 
of duelling has given place to a more 
rational settlement of differences betw een 
individuals, so the time is coming when 
nations will cease to decide questions at 
the p nut of the sword. The conference 
of which wo now wish to speak, however, 
has not been convened for the purpose of 
sottling any dispute between England and 
her colonies, but to advocate the consum- 
mation of such relations between these 
latter and the Mother Country as to pre- 
clude all possibility of dispute or estrange- 
ment in tho future. To advocate, in 
short, tho confederation of England and 
hor present dependencies into one central 
ized nation. This may be considered one 
of the grandest, conceptions of modern 
times and as it has among its supporters 
some of the leading men of England and 
tho colonies, it is nut improbable that bo 
foro many years it may bo practically ro- 
alizod. The first meeting to confer on 
this subject was held on the 29th of July. 
Between that time and the last meeting 
the causo lias gained considerable ground 
as was testified by the sentiments ex- 
pressed ut tho recent conference. Hon. 
E, Stanhope,' who on the occasion of the 
opening of tho conference in July had to 
implore tho meeting to be a little more 
unanimous, admitted on this occasion that 
the causo had made great strides since 
they last met. Ttib chairman, Right Hon. 
W. E. Forster, M. P., opened tho pro- 
ceedings by submitting tho report of tho 
provisional committee, which stated that 
expressions of opinion favorable to the 
object of tho conference had boon received 
from all parts of tho world. 

Tho committee, in further pursuance of 
tho instructions received, had passed a 
series of resolutions for the consideration 
of the conference, which were as follows; 
1. That a society be now formed, to ho 
called "The Imperial Federation League." 
eirrB"oy reueratiori the permanent' unity of 
tho empire, o. That no scheme of fed- 
eration should interfere with the existing 
rights of locai parliaments as regards 
local affairs. 4. That any scheme of im- 
perial federation should combine on an 
equitable basis tho resources of tho em- 
pire for tho maintenance of common in- 
terests, and adequately provide for an or- 
ganized defence of common rights. 5. 
That tho league use every constitutional 
means to bring about the object for which 
it is formed, and invito the support of 
men of all political parties. G. That the 
membership of the league be open to any 
British subject who accepts tho principles 
of the league, and pays a yearly registra- 
tion foo of one shilling. 7. That dona- 
tions and subscriptions be invited for pro- 
viding means for conducting the business 
of the league. S. That. Uritish subjects 
throughout tho empire he invited to be- 
come members, and to form and organize 
branches of the league. !). That an an- 
nual general meeting of the league be 
held m London. 10. That the affairs of 
the league unt#l its next general meeting 
bo conducted by a general committee. 11. 
That the general committee be now ap- 
pointed, with power tu add to its number. 
•12. That the branches of the league be 
empowered to appoint representatives to 
act on the general committee. 13 That 
the general committee shall furnish a re- 
port to the ne.Nt meeting of the league. 
Tho provisional committee suggest that 
the plan of procedure should include the 
following special methods; («) Publica- 
tions, lectures and meetings. (/<) The 
collection and dissemination of statistics 
and information bearing upon tin; object 
of the league. (<') Tho interchange of 
views between the friends of federation ' 
in the United Kingdom and the colonies. 
(d) Providing, in a readily-available form, j 
information relating to the common in- j 
tereats of the empire, and tending to 
further the objects of tho league. 

Tho Marquis of Normanby in moving | 
tho adoption of tho foregoing report, said 
that while ho had no fear, therefore, of 
any immediate likelihood of rupture be- j 
twoon the colonies and the mother coutl- 
try, ho thought it, was a statesmanlike | 
view to look forward to the future as well 
as to consider the present, and he could 
not help feeling that as time rolled by 
and these great colonies increased in 
wealth and population, unless the union 
was drawn closer it would inevitably 
grow weaker. The first voice to dis- 
turb tho equanimity of the meeting 
was that of the Hon. Mr. Merriman, 
late minister of the Cape, who asked that 
some definite idea be given of the nature 
of tho proposed federation. Anything 
like a close form of federation by means 
of a central parliament, seemed, he said, 
especially to colonists almost impossible; 
but there was another form of union 
which was less close and that was a con- 
federation of states. lie also claimed 
that there were strong centrifugal forces 
at work which were gradually drifting tho 
colonios further and further away from 
tho Mother Country. It answer to this 
Mr. Forster, the chairman, delivered a 
long und eloquent speech in which ho ad- 
mitted that there were disintegrating 
forces at workjif it were not so there would 
bo no need for the present conference — 
but that it would bo premature fur them 
to bring forward any detailed plan of 
federation yet. When the principles of 
tho schoino shall have been more dis- 
cussed both in England and the colonies, 
the best plan will no doubt suggest itself. 
Tho opinions of tho league were embodied 
in the resolutions before submitted ; it wns 
there declared what federation must do 
nnd what it must not do. But there was 
one condition that was absolutely neces- 
sary and that was that tho union should 
imply "mutual defence, mutual alliance 
and common citizenship." Federation, 



to every member of the empire. It would 
mean a common career for every British 
subject for every citizen. At present per- 
haps that would bo a greater boon fur tho 
colonies than for those in England, as tho 
formor would have all the great careers 
in England open to them as well as in 
India and elsewhere; but the time would 
come when tho extension of empire would 
open as many now careers to the inhabi- 
tants of tho British Isles. Subsequent 
speakers dwelt on the necessity for recog- 
nizing the itidopoliuoiicu oi the Colo 
(lies in! every step that might bo 
taken. The sum of tho speech of Mr. 
James Youl, 0. M. CI., was: "Federation 
must come from the colonies; be careful 
not to interfere with their rights." Lord 
Roseberry advised tho representatives of 
the colonies to four branches of the league 
in their respective colonies to try and raise 
a responsive echo to the voice in the mother 
country.

Other j 
speakers spoke of the objection that would 
be raised, that England would involve the | 
colonies in European wars while the colonies | 
on the other hand woald drag England into 
disputes that she did not desire, and argued 
that the advantage of mutual help and 
alliance would be fur greater than the dan- 
ger. After a committee was appointed to 
transact the business of the league until 
the next general meeting, Mr. Furster eloHed 
the proceedings with an expression of hope 
for the future. He considered that a great 
deal of good would be accomplished by the 
conference, as it would bring the matter 
prominently before the English peoples. 
A letter was read from Lord Shaftesbury in 
which he said that he saw "no hop.- of the 
maintenance of the union in dignity and 
strength, except ill one vast federation." 
And Mr. Forster concluded by saying that 
none who care about political action ut all 
can avoid considering what is to be the 
future of England, and many me coining to 
the conclusion that its success depends up- 
on u federation with her colonies. 

WHAT THE. ELENA II Y COUNCIL 
HAS DONE. 

A decree was adopted at tho late plenary 
council which provides that hereafter a 
new mode of selecting bishops w ill take 
the place of the old. Heretofore the 
bial'.op of a diocese had full power to re- 
move a priest from a parish, while the 
priests had no voice whatever in selecting 
candidates for tho bishopric. Hereafter 
each bishop will appoint a court of con- 
suitors, composed of six priests of his 
diocese. This court of priests will be ir- 
removable. They will have power to try- 
cases with the bishop, and each member 
will hold this very important position for 
life. Besides this, ten per cent, of the 
priests of the diocese to be assigned by 
the bishop will be nru!.! rectors, and their 
pastorate will be irremovable. After 
j being selected, the bishop will ho power- 
leas to remove them except for cause after 
a trial. In tho selection of consultors the 
bishop may appoint other priests; but 
whoever is appointed will remain as such 
for life. The method of electing a bishop 
will bo as follows: On the demise of that 
dignitary, the rectors and cnnsultots of 
the diocese will moot and send their n imes 
to Rome. Then, if the bishops .it the 
province object to one or more names on 
tho priests' list, the bishop can forward 
up an entirely different list ami send it to 
Koine. Roino thou passes on the whole 
matter. But. few cases could arise on 
which the bishops of the province woul 
be likely to interfere with the will of the 
priests of the diocese in tho appointment 
of their own bishi p. The system attaches 
gre.it importance to the position of rector 
I and consultor. The bishops are said to 
| have concluded that in each province they 
will throw their united support in favor of 
one . if l be Catholic papers of I he province. 
It is also said that the bishops of the 
Unitod Status desire to see two other 
Catholic dailies established— one at New 
York anil the other at Chicago. 'The rea- 
son, perhaps, why the above has no; ap 
pnared in Catholic, paper-) is the delicacy 
in giving the news of the council before 
its work is authoritatively made public 
None the luss, tho information is derived 
from authentic sources.

Mr. J. C. Haines of Soattlo, through 
whose skillful management Bush aud Mul- 
len were liberated, writes to the Post- 
Intelligencer in explanation and defence 
of the action of Mr. Justice Walkem in 
ordering the discharge of the prisoners. 
He says: 

"No mention whatever was made to the 
court of the fact that Mullen had como 
ashore, and the case was decided upon the 
theory that both Bush and Mullen were 
then in actuai custody. But even had it 
not been so, the judgment would have 
been no different, as the justice expressly 
! held that an American sliip in an English 
J port was the subject of local jurisdiction 
I as far as all questions of personal liberty 
were concerned. The prisoners claimed 
asylum under the English Hag, aud that 
right, the justice said, was sacred under 
tlio law of nations and could nut be de- 
nied. For the benefit of all who seem in- 
cline.'! to question tin; correctness of this 
decision 1 refer to the following extract 
from Gallaudet's "Manual of International 
Law," page 129l 

"Absolute exemption from local juris- 
diction is only enjoyed by ships-of-war 
and armed vessels touching at a foreign 
port; they being regarded as representing, 
in s one sort, the country whose Hag they 
carry. 

"This exemption is never accorded to 
merchant vessels, except by express treaty 
Stipulations, BUcb voxels being looked 

upon as private pVopi riy, and the persons 
on board as properly under the juris- 
diction of the country whore they are 
found." 

"J M.," an angry citizen of Port 
Blakoly, Vf. T., having bad his intention 
drawn to the case, sends the Poat-Intelli- 
geneer a letter in which the following oc- 
curs : 

"When an American man-of-war took 
Mason and Slidell, Southern Ambassadors 
to Kurope, out of the English steamer 
Trent, who were simply passengers, not 
prisoners in the hands of a sheriff, how the 
English demanded of the United Stales 
the delivery of those men, and at the - 
same time had their guns shotted in d 
shelled ready to march into tlio United 
States in case of a refusal, and that at a 
time when thu United States had all it 
could attend to with the civil war. I 
trust that I lie people of Seattle, who tit 
considerable expense and trouble had the 
men arrested, will take the ueces-.ary steps 
to inquire into the action of the English 
authorities and demand the delivery of 
those prisoners to the United States au- 
thorities. It concerns more than the peo- 
ple of Seattle. It concerns every Ameri- 
can citizen, and it is time that the United 
States asserted her rights and maintained 
the dignity of the nation, and not be 
snubbed with impunity by England nor 
tun' other third-rate power. Trusting you 
will give this space in your valuable pa- 
per, and that we may hear front some one 
else better able to handle the subject, I 
remain your well wisher."

On Tuesday morning, at the West- 
minster Palace Hotel, tho conference 
on Imperial Federation, which was ad- 
journed from Jul}' 29tb, was resumed, 
the object being to receive the report 
of the provisional committee,, and to 
take otr-pa for tho formation of a per 
manont society for the promotion of 
Imperial Federation. The Right lion. 
W. E. Forster, M. P., presided, and the 
attendance was large and influential, 
including Lord Dunraven, Lord Nor- 
inanity, Lord Wemyss, Euri lioseberry, 
Lcrd Brabourne, tlie Hon. E. Stanhope, 
M. 1'., and many other members of the 
House of Commons, Sir John A. Mac 
douald, Sir Jharlcs Tujtper, and most 
of tho Agents General of the different 
Colonics. Among the Can Jims present 
in addition to Sir John .and Sir Charles 
were Mr. Beeton, Agent General for 
British Columbia; Mr. Beatty, member 
of the Canadian Parliament; and Mr. 
U. li. Dobell, of Quebec. 

In opening the proceedings the 
Chairman stated that the committee in 
their report, recommended tho forma- 
tion id' an Imperial Federation League, 
whose object would be lo secure the 
permanent unity of the Empire; that 
no scheme of federal ion should interfere 
with the existing rights of local parlia- 
ments as regarded local affairs; and 
that any scheme of federation should 
combine, upon an equitable basis the 
resources of the Empire far the main 
tentuice of common interfsts, and ad 
pmialely provide lor an organized de- 
fence of common rights. 

Lord Normanby proposed the Lirsl 
resolution, which was, ''that the re- 
port of the provisional commute 
approved." He strongly uphejd tli 
ject for the promotion of which 
conference had been held— the federa- 
tion of the British Empire— and was 
emphatically of the opinion that the 
time was approaching when it, would he 
I necessarv to draw closer the bonds 
which unite tho Colonies and the 
Mother Country. He pointed out the 
I maiiv advantages derived by the Colo 
I uies from their connection with this 
country, but at the same time consider- 
ed that the severance of that connec- 
tion would be equally calamitous to 
both. 

Sir Henry Holland seconded the mo- 
tion. He referred to the unanimity 
which prevailed throughout till parties 
in England as to the desirabilitV of a 
closer connection between England and 
her Colonies. The resolutions contained 
in the report of the committee were, lie 
thought, most comprehensive, ami he 
attached great importance to tho third, 
which laid down thai, no scheme of 
federation should interfere with tho ex 
isting rights of local parliaments as re- 
gards local affairs. He hoped the scheme 
of federation would begin in the Colo 
nios, and that tho Australasian Colo- 
nif>x|would follow Canada'scxample, and 
unite in one body. 

The [Ton. E. Stanhope congratulat- 
ed the meeting on the great strides 
made in the cause since last meeting, 
lie trusted that there would be node- 
lay in the formation of tin' league 
upon the basis proposed, 

Lord Brabourne desired to see pro- 
moted as much as possible, a good feel- 
ing between Englishmen at homo ami 
in the Colonies. He entirely agreed 
with the objects of tho society, and 
would sincer. lv cooperate in currying 
them out, for (hoy were objects that 
should be .supported by every English- 
man at home and abroad. 

Mr. Beeton, Agent, General of British 
Columbia, speaking of the recommenda- 
tion of the comniiit.ee that public 
opinion in the Mother Country mid the 
Colonies should be educated with re 
gard to the subject, said that this, it 
appeared to him, would be a long and 
tedious process. He thought, they 
would find that pre arrangements wore 
of comparatively little value, and in- 
stanced us a proof of this the confeder- 
ation of British North America, which 
he thought had been the outcome of 
political exigencies and determined ac- 
tion on the part of the Canadian legis- 
lature, rather than of the formation of own interests, or they deem they ar 
public opinion.

upon the resolution. He did not think 
they were yet in a position to bring 
forward any detailed plan of federation 
(hear), though by not doing so ho ad- 
mitted that they would be open to cri- 
ticism. They really stood between two 
fires. On tho one hand there would be 
a strong opinion that any detailed plan 
of federation would boa mistake, and 
on the other that if no such plan was 
their meeting would only amount to 
mere talk. He was convinced, however 
that the formation of such a league 
was anything but mere talk, and would 
have a great ellect upon substantial 
action. In the first place there were no 
denying that there were disintegrating 
causes at work. There were difficult in 
the present relations between the 
Mother Country and tho Colonies, and 
it required that British subjects, both 
here and in the Colonies, who were 
anxious that unity should be preserved, 
should be ready to prevent those causes 
arising, and if they had arisen, to 
diminish their effect, and remove them 
as far as possible. The fact that there 
were difficulties in tho way of forming 
a lasting federation was no reason why 
those difficulties should not be over- 
come. They in England must seek to 
knew the feelings of the leading colon- 
ists, and it would lie most an wise to 
sketch out any plan at present. Feder- 
ation would undoubtedly be of very 
great advantage to the Colonies, and it, 
must come by the action of thu Colon- 
ies. They had lirst to gal her together 
those persons, both here and in the 
Colonies, who looked forward to per- 
manent union, and to ask these peo- 
ple to join in the consideration of what 
would be the best from of federation, 
and combine to defeat any disinherit 
lion movemeet. 

After some further discussion the 
motion was carried unanimously. 

Sir John Macdomild moved the sec-! 
ond resolution, appointing auutnbei' of j 
gentlemen members of the general 
committee, "to conduct the affairs of i 
the league." Sir John said — When tho 
intelligence arrived in Canada that | 
a meeting had taken place on the sub- 
ject, composed of men of influence and 
standing, it gave the greatest, satisfac- 
tion to all the people of the Dominion. 
Woof the Dominion consider ourselves 
no unimportant portion of the Empire. 
(Hear, hear.) We have felt ' that, al- 
though perhaps originally, when wo 
were scattered provinces, we were in 
some degree a weakness and in some 
degree a "worry" to the Mother Coun- 
try; now, confederated us wo are in 
one Dominion and with one centre of 
power, that unfortunate slate of things 
is past, ami' we may now fairly consid- 
er ourselves an addition to the strength 
of the Empire (applause) - and that is 
the position wa desire to hold. I agree 
with every word that was said by the 
Agent-General of Victoria as to the 
sentiments of localty in the Colonies. 
I can vouch for the existanee of that 
fooling in Canada. And it is not a mere 
sentiment — yet the sentiment is 
valuable, exceedingly valuable, but its 
based upon a well-grounded feeling 
that the bast interests of the Domin 
ion political moral, and material, are foiv- 
waroeii \. r o., r ••nnrieauon with greatest 
empire that the world ever saw ^neai, 
hear.) We have been treated in a man- 
ner so kind, so considerate, not only to 
our wishes, but even with regard to our 
prejudices, that wo would indeed be 
ungrateful children if we were not 
sensible of the benefits that we have 
received from the hands of the Moth- 
er country, and did not express our 
warm appreciation of them. As this is 
a practical meeting, I feel I should be 
(juite unwarranted in detaining you 
from the business that remains: bur, L 
may say, Mr. Chairman, that .1 cordial- 
ly agree with every word yon have ut- 
tered in your able .speech, and with 
every argument that you have used. 
Every statement that you have made 
met with my most cordial and warm 
concurrence, and I may say admira- 
tion. I agree, too, with the general 
opinion that has boon expressed that 
we ought not to commence too early 
ill laying down any cast iron rules, or j 
by submitting to the colonies any I 
cut-and-dried formula. It has been truly 
said that such an arbitrary attempt would j 
go far to defeat its own object. It must 
come from the different colonies. (Ap 
plauso.1 They are tho best judges of their

There should he something of a 
Colonial Council established, so that j 
some definite recognized opinion could 
he brought to hour on the Colonial 
011i.ee, with the view of golfing that 
odice to move in time, and so save im- 
mense loss, trouble, and confusion.

In case the flag of England was 
insulted, in ca^e England was engaged in 
a foreign war, the sympathies of the peo- 
ple, the sympathies of the government 
and the legislature of Canada, would bo 
with thu mother country- — and I do not 
think that there would be much fear or 
apprehension in the minds of our people 
that you will be hurried into all the dan 
gors of war by undue aclion on the part 
of the mother country. We believe that 
England will not, without great necessity, 
enter into a foreign war; we believe that 
"the whole policy of England is opposod to 
aggressive war, and in any other war the 
people of Canada would be quite prepared 
to take their share of the expense and 
duties. (Loud applause.) With these 
few words, I beg to move that tho follow- 
ing gentlemen be appointed members of 
the general committee. Sir John A Mac- 
donald then read the lengthy list of gen-

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Bret Ilarte's Joke. 



Perhaps it la tho influence of the 
climate, perhaps merely the exhilara- 
tion attendant upon vvell-oarned liter- 
ary fame, but whatever the cause quite 
certain it remains that Bret Harte has 
recently developed a penchant for 
practical jokes which all tho royalty of 
the "tight little isle" will find it diffi- 
cult to suppress. 

Only one American joke can be set 
down to tho credit of Harte during his 
entire sojourn in the United States, tho 
details of which are as follows: Harte, 
at one time, used to plunder tho people 
from the rostrum, in the way of 50-cent 
lectures. During a trip over the Penn- 
sylvania circuit, he found himself one 
evening in a small - town, the very at- 
mosphere of which was depressing. 
Turning to the committeeman who 
awaited on him at his room in the ho- 
tel, Harte said: 

"Is this a healthful climate?" 

"Passably," responded tho com- 
mitteeman. 

"What's tho mortality of this city?" 

"About one a day." 

"About one, eh?" said Harte. "Come 
this way a minute," and he drew the 
committeeman into tho recess of tho 
bay window, ami then said to him, 
-olemnly: 

"Is the man dead for to-day? I am 
going to lecture here to-night, and it 
would be a great relief to mo to know 
that I could got through alive." 

But the great London joke of Bret 
Harte's, which he perpetrated, a short 
time since, is now the talk of the town. 
Dressing himself in the threadbare, 
frayed, fringed and faded garments 
which would, quite likely, be worn by 
a cross between a Bohemian journalist 
and a tramp, Bret Harte visited the of- 
fice of Labouchoro's Truth, and asked 
to see the eminent journalist. Ho was 
ushered into the holy of holies, tho 
inner oiliee of the newspaporial M. P., 
and told him that he had a poem which 
he would bo pleased to sell, and asked 
Mr. Labouchere to look it over. But 
tho famous lance-hurler of the London 
press at first refused lo glance at tho 
offering, but upon HaruTs earnestly 
pleading his immediate need of money, 
Mr. Labouchere hastily examined tho 
production. Thou ho returned it with 
tho remark: 

"I cannot use this trash." 

"But, my God!" exclaimed Harte, 
"I'm starving." 

He looked like it, for his make up for 
tho occasion was superb. 

"What do you want for it?" inquired 
Labouchere. 

"Is it worth a pound P" said Harte, 

heart was crawling up in the vicinity of 
hid larnyx. 

"Want a pound! It is not worth the 
paper it is written on." raged La- 
bouchere. "If you want charity, lean 
givo you a few shillings, but it would 
only be accompanied by advice to tho 
effect that a strong, able-bodied man 
like you can make more money and 
give less cause of offense by seeking 
employment at hoppicking, or ship- 
ping before the mast. Instead of at- 
tempting to worm your way into 
journalism, why did you not join the 
expedition for the relief of General 
Gordon? Who are you, anyway?" 

"Bret, Harte," was the answer, as 
the major portion of the disguise was 
removed, and the astonished La- 
bouchere beheld a club companion 
whom he had known for years. Tho 
poem, however, will soon be published 
to tho world, and it is one of Harte's 
greatest efforts. But its introduction

Newspaper Nomenclature. 

Fully a quarter of the newspapers ol 
tho United States, as shown by the 
American Newspaper Directory, are tc 
be classed under ten titles. First in 
number are the Journa s, of which 
number there are more than G50; many 
of these, however, are magazines 01 
publications devoted lo special subjects 
or interests. There are 100 medical 
and surgical periodicals in the country, 
of which fifty are Journals. The News 
is the name next in favor; nearly 6<X 
papers bear it. There are about 500 
Heralds and as many 'rimes', the groat 
proportion of them newspapers. Next 
on the list come the Presses anil Tri- 
bunes, not (plite 20i) of each, with about 
100 Suns and as many Posts. As a 
newspaper title, the Sun is at a disad- 
vantage; it is peculiarly a name for a 
daily journal, and a morning paper at 
that. In this respect the Star is more 
fortunate, since it will lit impartially a 
newspaper published in the morning or 
in the evening. The Gazettes and 
Couriers probably follow the eight pa- 
pers already named, but the. Couriers 
are going out. Considering the prom- 
inent part which the telegraph has 
played in the development of tho Amer- 
ican newspaper, there are eompara' h e- 
ly few Telegraphs and Telegrams — in 
fact, the Mails are relatively more num- 
erous. On the other hand, there has 
been quite a run on Telephones and 
Calls. 

It is not easy to account for local 
fashions in nowspaper nomenclature. 
Kansas has only seven Tribunes; young 
Dakota, with a quarter of her popula- 
tion, has as many. Of New Hamp- 
shire's hundred newspapers a dozen 
aro Journals. Ohio probably takes tho 
lead in the mailer of political names, 
having twenty-six Republicans to forty- 
five Democrats, while there are fifteen 
Independents. In the case of almost 
every prominent American journal thus 
distinguished, the whirligig of time has 
not failed to bring in his revenge. The 
St. Louis Democrat is a RepubJ'iuut pa- 
per; so is the Rochester Demotim*. The 
St. Louis Republican is a Democratic 
paper; so is tho Rochester Republican. 
Every tenth paper in Kentucky is a 
News. Louisiana has just over a hun- 
dred papers, and this short list includes 
seventy-two different names, fifty-six of 
tho journals of the Pelican Slate enjoy- 
ing within its borders a monopoly of tho 
titles which they bear. On tho other 
hand, Vermont publishes less than sixty 
periodicals, and of these a fourth bear 
tho name of the State, while twelve of 
Arizona's twenty-three papers com- 
memorate the Territory in which they 
appear. 

During tho year 1888 London had 
974 hours of sunshine out of a possible 
4,456, an average of 2.40 a day. 

This is the way in which the Dacca 
Frokash, a Bengalee newspaper, speaks 
of the English in India: "At every step 
tho people send up a cry for succor 
when the English whip or the English 
kick falls upon them. The demons are 
engaged, heart and soul, in violating 
the chastity and taking the lives of tho 
Indian^emalos. What a heart rending 
"iene! It is a matter of regret, that tho 
pecvjio f India do not gird up their 
loins io n-et rid of the oppression of 
white mtn." 



A Man of Few "Words. 



"I despise a babbler," said %o chief 
engineer of a railroad surveyhu^xpe- 
dition. The party had camped for tho 
night, and sitting by a fire whose blaze 
leaped up and shoot the leaves over- 
head, the men were smoking, while oc- 
casionally an old joke came out and 
was generally recognized. The engin- 
eer was a quiet sort of a man, and had 
made use of tho above expression, 
when the talker of the party had arisen 
and sought his bed under a spreading 
tree some distance from the lire. 

"Yes, 1 despise a babbler. I can 
stand tho ceaseless grinding of cog- 
wheels, and I believe that 1 could listen 
complacently to the geese that saved 
Rome, but a man who talks incessantly 
merely to convince the company that 
he can say nothing, lakes up a brace 
and bit and bores a hole through my 
vitals.
